e explanation is not so complicated as considered 

Dow^r 63 ! thlnker ^. and Philosophers The reasoning 
Power of man is limited and has gradually developed 

rom the past a nd will still in future continue to 
develope to a limited extent. Let us give a concrete 
example. There was time when locomotive was not 
invented and anyone who talked about the possibility 
0 a locomotive, was considered mad. But the 
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conception was practically proved when George 
Stephenson first introduced a locomotive Engine. 
There are other similar numerous examples. The 
understanding of man will still develope ; but as for 
spiritual facts will be taken into consideration, the 
situation is quite different. Man has been and will 
be ab'e to understand the material facts to some 
extent; but the understanding of man is too weak 
to understand the piritual facts easily. 

The Great Treater God Almighty who created 
the Universe and controls the system of the Universe,

To understand the existence of God on the 
basis of understanding alone which is only limited, 
will be meaning-less and misleading Let us give 
an example.

try to penetrate into, other planets, they must bear 
in mind that they are dashing against a rock which 

they shall have to break ; otherwise they will be 

repulsed > Research cannot be denied; but the

To jump into the vast and endless ocean of 
the secrets of the Universe is not a joke. The 
jurisdiction of man placed by the Supreme Power 

at his disposal is Earth and the phinomina on and 
around the earth.

dered that this falling star which has after coming out 
of its Orbit, or is being dragged out of its Orbit 



by the attraction of other planets, when it clashes 
with some other planet, expands. This may not after 
expanding turn in the greater and regular size equal 
to moon and ciush them. 


EXAMPLE 


The first attempt of the scientists has proved 
a failure when during the past years they tried to 

penetrate and step on the surface of the moon. 

Mental scientific capacity when trying to penetrae to a 

planet will be only the back portion of the Apollo, and 
spiritual capacity, with solemn trust of the Supreme 
Power, will be the Engine that will surely carry it 
to the required destination. Mental capacity alone 
will be meaning-less and waste of time, labour and 
financial resources. American Scientists, when app¬ 
roaching towards moon, had only one of the two 

weapons i. e. mental capacity only; but did net 
carry with them sacred and power fu! weapon of 
spiritual capacity as well as trust upon the Almighty. 
Probab'y they shall have made a request to the 
Almighty at the time of launching the Appollo 
towards the moon; but they seem not fully qualified 
in this sacred sensation. The age of the artificial 
production of "Sky-lark'' was no more than six years.

No doubt to get this sacred sensation absorbed 
in the impression and understanding of man, 
margin of age is involved and is necessary. At 
young age the idea of spiritualism seems very 
dim and negligible and a young man attaches no 
importance to this sacred idea that looks very dim 
before him. Gradually when the man approaches 
maturity, this sacred idea comes before him more and 
more clear and visible; subject to the consideration 
that will be mentioned here-after, till at the age 
of about sixty and onwards, this impression gets i 
more and more substantial and actual. But age 
is not only the factor to qualify in spiritualism. Life 

is a training school and training centre for those 
sensible men who minutely examine their surround¬ 
ings, their own action, the action of others and the 
reaction and the results of their activities 

a) Study of sacred preachings of saints, Aulias

inspiration that un-consciously comes at a very 
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critical time and gives a clear-cut impression of his 
existence where understanding cannot approach. But 
that impression guides the understanding just as a 

man with full vision guides a blind man to reach 
the destination. 

When he created the Universe? How long will 

it continue. These fatts are all beyond thinking of 
man and the understanding of man bewilders with 
the very conception of this idea. Let us mention 
it more clearly”. 

"It is hard nut to crack for the reason alone 
to understand the existence of the Supreme 
Power, unless reason is supported by some 
inspiration that comes at a very critical time” 

Mysterious spiritual court-Ex VS Court 
introduced by man Side by side both the 
systems go together. The decision of the humen 
court is immediate; whereas the practical shape of 
the decision by the spiritual court is ofter an 
interval. Let us give a concrete example: Germans 
have generally proved materialists and relied upon 
their mental and scientific capacity and so-called 
developement in scientific capacity and scientific 
researches. About twenty years before the out-break 
of the second world war, German Scientists 
concentrated their attention towards inventing

dreadful weapons and probably even Atom Bomb 

is reported to have first been invented by them, 

which afterwards was taken over by the Allies by 

whatever means that the Allies know and was used 

against Japan, the then Ally of* Hitler. Although 

America first hesitated to drop the Atom Bomb on 

living creation of the Almighty, The responsibility 

of the devastation caused by the Atom Bombs on 

Hiroshima and Nagasaki entirely lies not upon American 

Government, but upon the self-called solar race of 
Japan who had a bad dream that they were 
destined to dominate the whole world. 

The dreadful weapons that the German Scientists 
had prepared after dashing their cursed brains for 
about twenty years before the out-break of the 
second world war were ultimately used against the 
Germans themselve Initially they had made calculations 
that the preparations they had made, their victory 

was un-challenged and were sure that they are now 

well-equipped to smash any force that would come 
against them and had wrong impression like the 
Japanese that they were now well-equipped to 

• dominate the whole world.

spiritualism and its re-action on the action

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Just before the outbreak of war. the British 
Goverment tried its lever best to prevent the war 
and blood-shed. Consequently Mr. Chamberlain, the 
then Prime-minister of U. K. reluctantly decided to 
compromise with Hitler to stop the war. But Hitler 
who had a wrong notion and reliance upon the 
dreadful weapons invented by his scientists, least 
had an idea to compromise. At the same time the 
crnel Dictator of Italy, (who had a least idea of 
prudence)-Mussolini dissuaded Hitler that he should 
i i no way compromise with Mr. Chamberlain The 
result was actual cut-break second world war. 

Mr. Chamberlain being sure that Hitler is in no 
way inclined to compromise returned to England. 

He was kind-hecrter and the impression of the 
dreadful devastation and consequences of war could 
not be tolerated by his good conscience. He resigned. 

Now the decision of the mysterious 
spiritual court. 

Against Hitler came forward and stood a gigantic 
person, Mr. Winston Churchill who immediately after 
taking over the charge as Prime Minister of U-K, 
declared with full contidence that ultimately they 
will be victorious. Mr Churchill was not un-aware ^ 

of the tremendous military strength as well as 
prolonged war preparations of Germany. During the 
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first four or five years Hitler was over-joyed and. 
stumbled beyond the circle of proper thinking and 
began to carve his future like a porter who carves a 
pot in any shape or form that he likes. He declared :-

2) On 9th September of such and such year we 
will, after swiming across the channel, will 

take tea and have a pleasant talk in London. 

How ridiculous and meaning-less ideas and 
whims of the Head of socalled scientifically advanced 
nation of Germans. No doubt even in Germany there 
were p udant people as well who knew that Hitler 
is going the wrong way. But Hitler had a strong 
hold in German Government as Dictator and stood 
during four or five years with a strong first. How 

wonderful that socalled intellectually advanced 

nation of Germans could rely upon the decision of 

one Dictator who had least idea of prudence; but 

a craze that ultimately hurled him into the depth 
of devastation and a tragic end. 

Another example of his mis-caiculations is that

' 6 field wh0 had foreseen the devastation of 

German forces in the field if they continued the 

struggle and operations in Stalingrad suggested Hitler 
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that they should temporarily retreat and evuacate 
and then re-enter in Stalingrad after re-organization 
Hitler replied 

"NOT A STEP BACK" 

The result was that German forces in Stalingrad 

were annihilated. I do not mean the repetition of 
historical facts, but to give a practical example that 
there are reactions of bad intentions and neglecting 
and over looking the sacred faith of the Supreme 
Power whose help is with the pious people and 
his wrath swoops upon the p< ople who cherish bad 
intentions 

Mussolini also ultimately had the same fate who 
initially in Abbyssinia that was not well equipped 
as far as military operations were concerned killed 
innocent people who did not even know the name 

of Mussolini.

Sometime so sudden that he is least conscious

About twenty years have passed when a leading 
scientist declared to the utmost astonishment and 
bewilderment of the popu ! ?tion of the whole world 
that a hole and a crack was created in the Sun. 
The whole population of the world as astonished 
and bewildered that the system of the whole Universe 
now begins to decay. If the scientist had a correct

lon t ey must achieve and qualify themselves in

If Edda was favourite to him, did he ever 
think that he was smashing and killing thousands 
of Abbyssinian favourite daughters by his indiscri¬ 
minate bombardment by his special squardren which 
he called do or die Bomber '-Squadren”; His favourite 
daughter Edda, sitting comfortably beside her father 
whereas Mussolini was sitting in his room looking 
like an on-looker the destruction and death of 
thousands of favourite abbyssian daughters during 
his invasion on Abbyssinia ?

TRANSLATION : 

Raise the standard of your purified action to 
the level of high rank so that the Supreme Power 
may himself ask you what you want or desire will 
surely be provided. 

Your dem-nd will surely be fulfilled: but at 
the stage of this high and noble rank that noble 

man (sage) shall have no greed of worldly material 
wealth or material power at all but will get absorbed 

in the very existence of the Supreme Power who 

wiil now be visible to him as if in practical form. 

Let us close the subject matter with the remark :

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Socialism Vs Laise Faire Policy

The Economists have so far been unable to 
solve the riddle i. e. controversy and continued 
struggle between the two regimes.

Financially a high individual has to become a judge 

for his own person. He should consider it a moral 
obligation to reserve and set aside part of his income 

for those who have no earning capacity as well as 

none to support them. This idea has been repeatedly 

preached by all the religions as well. No doubt in 

certain countries there are laws for the maintenance 

of such people. But these laws cannot be applicable 

fully to serve the purpose. It is the individual 

himself to decide. The above mentioned notions 

will surely wipe off the controversy and struggle 

between the two systems who are actively throwing 
stones against each other, especially when the 
Socialists say Capitalism is a legalised robbery. 

Their criticism should not be in such hot words. 
In this system efforts of an individual are under the 
impression that the products of his efforts are wholly 
and solly to his own advantage. He, to gain the 
full advantages makes his personal sacrifices as well 
that should also be taken into account. 

If we may say that afresh alternate system appli¬ 
cable to both the regimes should be suggested, that 
will only be an ideal as the two systems have 
substantially been established.
